"CHURCH WITHIN A CHURCH" 



A Story of Construction Ingenuity 



When you rell a group of inspired church-goers 
that they can't do something, kmk otu ... because 
the church group with spirimal inspiration can aJ- 
mosr accomplish miracles. That's just whar liap- 
pencd with rlie members of rhe Assembly of God 
Church in rhe heart of the business district of Van 
Nuys, California. 

The .story, as related by the Rev. L. C. Hodges, 
began when the original structure was not big 
enougii to accommodate the congregation. A new 
churcli was needed. No suitable property was avail- 
able in the area so they were forced to plan their 
new church building on the original building site. 
However, stringent parking requirements and the 
necessity of having a church during construction 
posed what seemed to be insurmountable problems, 
bnt not for Rev. Hodges' group. They decided to 
build the new church over the original church 
btiildinjL;, which would give them a place ro worship 
during construction and circumvent certain local 
requirements for parking area. 

Three massive laminated wooden beams elevated 
the new structure above and beyond the smaller 
building. As the new framework arose, passing mo- 
torists raised their eyebrows at this strange .sight 



of a "Church within a Church". Services were held 
wirhin the old building every Sunday. 

Finally the new house of worship was completed 
and was dedicated on Good Friday, April 4, 1958. 
Finished in blond ash. wine rugs and upholstery, 
with pink walls and off-white acousicai pl;ister, this 
sanctuary offers an atmosphere conducive to wor- 
ship. Tlie new building contains ten Sunday School 
rooms, a nursery, and an office. The main audi- 
torium comfortably seats 350 persons with an over- 
flow area for hrger gatherings. The building is so 
constructed that it can be doubled in capaciry when 
the need arises, another Rev. L. C. Hodges innova- 
tion. 

In May of 1959 the church realised another goal 
when a lovely Hammond Organ was insralled. Ac- 
cording to Reverend Hodges, it has proved co be 
a blessing to the entire congregation, enhancing the 
services and producing a gracious atmosphere for 
worship. Several members of the congregation are 
learning to play. 

When asked by one of the parishioners, "What 
kind of organ are wc going to buy?" the Pastor 
replied, "A Hammond, of course! You see it is 
easier to raise money for the 'best" than it is to try 
to sell a congregation on something second-best."

FUN AT THE

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LEFT HAND REGISTRATIONS 



Much time and artencion has bt'cn given to a variety 
of ri.tjht hind solo registrations, but the lirtraturc is 
rather sciinty in ihc field of left hand rt-^iistrations. 
Consequently I thought it would he helpful to you 
if we would devote a column to a strinus considera- 
tion of LEFT HAND rtgistratioos. This cmhract-s 
more than meets the eye at the first casual glance, 
for it not only pertains to comfortable atcompaniment 
rones to contrast with your solo choices, but ic also 
should embrace a thoughtful survey of the possibili- 
ties of registrations for SOLO left hand work. Thus we 
shall divide this into two parts; the first i^iving you 
some handsome ensemble accompaniments for the 
lower manual to contrast beautifully with y-our nghr 
hand solo work on the upper; secondly, wt- shall in- 
vestigate the possibilities of a few of the hundreds of 
tonal solos possible on the lower manual for solo work 
there, and use rhc accompaniment in the right hand 
on the upper manual. 

LEFF HAND ACCOMPANIMENTS 

You arc keenly aware. I am sure, that the drawbars 
of the Hammond Organ permit you rn create ANY 
tone that your particular whim may decide. Also, you 
are probably aware that the beauty of your or.^an work 
IS dependent on the cojitrnH of colors between the 
melody on one manual and the accompaniment on 
the other. Let us set up a few varieties of tones on 
the lower manual and then sec how we can contrast 
these with our solo rones. Pirst of all, let us take the 
strings;

If you feel the need of a reed tone in the accom- 
paniment voice (on the lower manual) you might try 
one of these, remembering always that you must be 
careful on the location of your 'k- ft hand in playing 
reeds. ..keep it centered about the muldle C location 
lest the reeds get thick and muddy in the lower register 



because of the multiplicity of tones used. Solo voices 
are lovely even down to the extreme end of the manual, 
but when iwo. three or more tones arc used, then dis- 
cretion most be used to keep the tone beautiful.

It is understood that as you use these various com- 
binations of the drawbars, that it is particularly wise 
to use a contrasting solo voice on the upper manual. 
With the strings you might well use a flute combina- 
tion (Upper 61 5606 003) and with the tliapason 
and fluie ensemble it might be well to vary your solo 
rone to such as Upper 07 3700 00 r With the reed 
tone in the lower manual, set your drawbars for the 
upper manual something like this: Upper 00 6675 
563 with vibrato, 

LEFT HAND SOLO EFFECTS 

Increasing recognition is being given these days to 
the importance of rhc left hand in organ work. In fact, 
you will find the thesis throughout all of my instruc- 
tion hooks that you are jusr as good or poor an organist 
as your lefr hand is good or poor. 1 have seen many 
struggling organists become very proficient players by 
improving their left hand technique. Sample settings 
for lefr hand solos f which are to be played an octave 
lower than if done with right hand) might well be:
